The first water supply in Agawam was provided by the old 
“Dip and Carry” system. Equipment necessaiy—a couple of buckets, 
a well-sweep and a strong back. (And it could be rough on Satux 
day night). 

The lift pump, installed in shed or kitchen, was a big improve¬ 
ment over this, but because of air pressure could not be used in 
wells of much more than thirty feet in depth. 

It was not until about 1877 that the first water pipes were laid 
in own. A vote for a publicly owned system was defeated in town 
meeting with the result that one of the backers, Mr. C. L. Goodhue, 
installed a system as a private enterprise. 

Scattered along the hillside from a point in back of Zayres 
around to Suffield Street there are about 24 springs, from which 
water flows winter and summer. Mr. Goodhue built a reservoir and 
laid about three miles of four inch reinforced concrete pipe through 
Agawam Center, later .adding pipes to South Street and a abort 
distance on Elm. 

In 1897 a second privately owned system was in operation in 
Feeding Hills. Mr. Edward A. Kellogg had an artisian well 275 feet 
deep located on the eastern side of Liswell Hill. The water was 
pumped into a cement cistern by a windmill and at times by a 
gasoline engine and supplied a few families around Feeding Hills 
center. 

In North Agawam there were springs on land owned by the » 
Strathmore Company above the Patch which supplied the area. 

In 1908 the town paid water rent to C. L. Goodhue $50, to E. 
A. Kellog $24.65 and George Cooley $20. 

In 1906 the town appropriated $12,000 to install a high pres¬ 
sure system in North Agawam, the water to be purchased from 
West Springfield. This was limited to the “village” and was satis¬ 
factory for a short time. 

The demand for fire protection, and lower insurance rates re¬ 
sulted in a vote in 1912 to bond the town for $30,000 to install a 
system for the three “villages”, water to be puixihased from Spring- 
field. 

These privately owned systems continued to function for some 
years until plans were completed and enough pipes laid to cover 
their districts.

Congressman O’Neill pointed out 
that if neither House nor Senate 
votes down the plan within sixty 
days, the new Department of Cab¬ 
inet level automatically comes into 
being, 

The letter to the Agawam Inde¬ 
pendent, in part, said: 

“60 percent of the Rules Com¬ 
mittee Democrats backed the bill, 
while Republican members opposed 
the bill 100 percent. 

“The Republican 100 percent op¬ 
position came as a surprise as this 
proposal was approved by both 
House Committees and has the en¬ 
dorsement of the two National 
Mayors’ Associations, the Ameri¬ 
can Municipal Association and the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors. 

“Mayor Ben West of Nashville, 
Tenn., representing the National 
Mayors’ Associations, while testi¬ 
fying on the measure before the 
House Government Operations 
Committee, stressed the importance 
of the creation of this Department 
when he said: 

“ ‘We who represent the na- 


Today 60 million working people 
have worked long enough under so¬ 
cial secunty to be insured against 
loss of earnings because of severe 
disability. Are' you one of them? 
Severe illness or disability may 
strike any one of us at any age or 
at any time. Here are some facts 
you should know about your dis¬ 
ability protection. 

A disabled worker may qualify 
for monthly benefits for himself 
and his dependents if he has worked 
long enough under social security 
(at least 6 yeax‘3 out of 10 years 
in which his disability began) and 
is so severely disabled that he is 
unable, in the words of the law, 
"to engage in any -substantial gain¬ 
ful activity”. 

An important aspect of the dis¬ 
ability program is that all appli¬ 
cants who apply for social security 
disability insurance benefits are 
also considered for vocational re¬ 
habilitation services. As a further 
rehabilitation incentive, the social 
security disability law provides for' 
a trial work period, Disabliity bene¬ 
ficiaries may receive their month¬ 
ly benefits for as long as a preiod 
as 12 months while they are at¬ 
tempting to return to painful em¬ 
ployment. 

Any disabled person should con¬ 
tact his local social security office 
to inquire about his rights. This is 
particularly important for people 
who have long standing severe dis¬ 
abilities. Such individuals may lose 
some 
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grudge the farmers, or the West¬ 
erners, their Departments, in serv¬ 
ing their immediate clientele—^both 
have served the whole nation. 'I 
simply urge that the majority of 
Americans receive the same treat¬ 
ment. 

“Two of every three Americans 
now live in urban areas. By 1970 
our urban population will be great¬ 
er than the entire population of 
the United States ten years ago. 

"Members of Congi’ess must re¬ 
alize these facts. Members of Con¬ 
gress cannot follow the blind lead¬ 
ership of a few who place stumb¬ 
ling blocks in the path of progress. 
Rather, we must join together to 
change the stumling blocks to step¬ 
ping stones to progress.”

MYTH #1—“I can’t take a chance on an older worker—he’s 
liable to be absent too often.” 

FACT—Such fears are groundless. As a group, older workers 
are absent fewer times each year than younger counterparts.

Preventing the killing of deer by 
free-running dogs is the job that's 
jbeen singled out for special atten¬ 
tion by the Maine Dept, of Inland 
Fisheries and Game. The effort of 
not only wardens but also biolo¬ 
gists and hatchery men will be con¬ 
centrated on the problem which is 
worse than usual this year. 

The toll of deer killed by dogs is 
needlessly high each year, but the 
heavy crust conditions this winter 
have made it unusually great. War¬ 
dens have been authorized to put in 
more travel to cope wth the seri¬ 
ous problem. 

Several motorized sleds will be 
used by wardens to cover more 
ground—saving much time—and to 
get to otherwise inaccessible areas.
